We are sorry to leara that the peti- 
tions for daily service on the route 
from Reno to Willow Ranch have not 


serve. This is a subject of considera 
ble importance to the business inter- 
ests of Reno, and one in which no mis- 
takes should be made. To the north 
of us lies a very large territory seck- 
ing direst and speedy com munieation 
with Reno, and willing to contribute 
te our prosperity by sending all its 
business to us. To this end good mail 
facilities will materially contribute. 
Until July ist, 1876, i Bails from 
Rene te, the. north went by way of 
Susanville, and were sometimes, by 
reason of snow on the mountains, de- 
layed for weeks.

His investigation 
includes artists, dancers, painters, car- 
penters, money counters, musicians 
sewing women’s cramp and like com- 
plaints. ' Cramp is not the disease but 
only one of the symptoms. It is ex- 
ceedingly important that the patient 
be treated in the early and premoni- 
tory stage, as it is not then incurable. 
The disoase is primarily a local disease 
ef the nerves and muscles. They may 
be merely exhausted, chronically fa- 
tigued or with a tendency to spasm and 
contracture. In one case the arm was 
drawn over the back and held firmly 
by the contracted muscles, People 
of rough constitutions are generally 
the most frequent vietims and very 
rarely se erveus and delicate 
frame. ‘attacks the latter it 
is light and easily relieved. Nerth- 
ern climates seem to promote the dis- 
ease. It is seldom found in the Gulf 
States. The samp is true of hay fever, 
sick headache and other, forms of ner - 
vous exhaustion. Writers cramp is no 
longer incurable. In the early stages 
it yields readily to treatment. Elec- 
tricity is very useful. It is applied 
locally and Fewler’s solution and other 
tenics, narcotics and sedatives taken in- 
ternally. Among the devices recom- 
mended is one for holding the penhold- 
er by means of rings so as to relieve the 
thumb and flagers. The type writer 
is expected to largely do say with 
pen writing and its diseases. Large 
pénhelders restribt the muscles less. 
Semé writers fasten a piece ef sponge 
to the holder so as to relieve’ the pres- 
sure. Others relieve the strain by 
holding the pen between the fingers.
